The struggle for existence has made 
liberty the crown of all suffering. Thi 
contrast between tyranny and fre 
dom is perceived only in the propo 
tion that both are experienced \ 
Utopia unmarked by the finger of ad 
versity would be as frightful as a 
state of perfection. Happiness and 
sorrow are the two philosophical 
wings of contrast We can not enjoy 
heaven without hell. 


Thus every life is hedged about with 


two contrasted primary elements: tho 
good, the evil, the joyous, the sor- 
rowful. This is the irreversible law 
of nature, We see its operations 
everywhere from the diatom to the 
philosopher who plucks knowledge 


from the very stars. The pathway to 
freedom of action is strewn with the 
wrecks of all struggles for existence, 
Above every mausoleum that marks 
the strife and death through which 
organic life has passed, is beheld the 
shrine and symbol of a largo lib- 
erty. Man is no exception to this 
universal law. He is higher than all 
virtue of organ-

ization, and that only. The cunning, 
the powerful and the unscrupulous 


have always been the masters of man- 
kind, just as the cunning and power- 
ful were masters of the earth when 
forms of life now extinct roamed the 


arid wastes in the Silurian age, Old 
earth is a war cemetery, and in her 
bosom slumber all the struggles, the 


forms, the ambitions and careers that 

have gone before the register of our 

day. 

Conquest, strategy and cunning 
have divided the nations. The horrors 
of peace have sometimes been worse 
than the wars fought to achieve it. 
No right of humanity has ever been 
vouch-safed or bestowed. They have 
all been fought for. Only in the ef- 
fort to shake off social crystalization 
have the people of any nation ever se- 
cured: personal liberty. The declara- 
tion that a Creator has endowed all 
men with an inalienable right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 

- finds no sanction in nature nor the ex- 
perience of mankind. Nature makes 
no such provision. Life with her is 
a struggle. While she is prodigal in 
supplying subsistence she exacts the 
Sternest trials upon all who preserve 
the life principle. 

The right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness devolves upon 
the means employed to gain them. If 
a Creator has bestowed these the serv- 
itude and degradation of the masses, 
even in our own country, attest his 
complete failure. The battlefield has 
always been the arena wherein liberty 
and the preservation of life have been 
secured. Upon a thousand  battle- 
fields and sanctioned by the most 
righteous of causes the right to life,

This is the essence of anarchy. “Let 
me alone!” is the sentiment and well 
spring of individualism. Civilizations 


have alWays been made up of best and 
The preponderance of evil has 
the assertiveness of 
Contrast and mem- 
ory make up the world’s stock of 
knowledge, but knowledge, like  lib- 
erty, is the effect of struggles to ob- 
tain it. 

No royal thoroughfare lies between 
us and any intellectual attainment. 
The history of intellect is one long 
terror of defeat. Not until the dark 
ages ended in the fourteenth century 
did intellect begin to rise and assert 
its divine right to rule the shrines 
and forums of man’s nature, and even 
then opposition against it was beaten 
back but not removed, and wherever 
the war between intellect and author- 
ity has been waged the mightiest 
forces have been arrayed on the side 
of authority. The uses of reason and 
judgment founded thereon have al- 
ways received the contempt of en- 
throned authority. And authority has 
been regarded as the truth, not truth 
as authority. The marks on the ba- 
rometer of human progress are con- 
stituted of the rebellion of mankind 
against authority; the beginning al- 
ways being the agitation of thought. 
Necessity fosters agitation. The self- 
satisfied and the tyrannical never agi- 
tate; hence the history of agitation 
is the history of extrication from op- 
pression. All that any reformer can 
do is to take the slave by the shoulder 
and shake and tell him to look there! 
Power to control—the power of con- 
quest—has ever been built up and 
maintained at the expense of liberty 
and the enslavement of mankind, The 
divine right of the king has never 
withstood the assault of reason and 
the demands of justice, without a 
standing army. The military із the 
divinity that hedges about a king.

Plenty of examples abound in our own 
country. The cheapness of human life 
which is shown by the distress and 
dishonor of the poor, is the same here 
as in Ceylon or Malay or Turkey or 
Persia. Some folks think we are a 
great people because our educational 
centers evolve football teams. Like- 
wise the Roman patricians regarded 
Rome mighty because she had the col- 
losseum, where human beings fought 
wild beasts. Spaniards adore Madrid 
because they have the bullrings as pop- 
ular resorts, What is the difference be- 
tween this and football? What is the 
difference between the Chicago wheat 
pit and the bullfight that gave us a 
United States senator from Ohio last 
winter? What is the difference be- 
tween the fall of Rome and the fall 
of our own countrymen? This is 
what our laissez faire moral code has 
brought us to. 

I hold that the greatest fleld for agi- 
tation lies out in the broad expanse of 
conscienceless barter of human rights 
and human hearts. It is a cemetery 
alive with maggots devouring the re- 


mains of a comatose conscience. To 
awaken it and revivify it, warm it 
with the light of а new day, is the 


work of the agitator. This is the true 
education. Men, only children larger 
grown, build toy houses with the vari- 
gated color and assortment of blocks. 
The first wind that blows topples over 
the builders, blocks and buildings. It 
is the little things always escaping no- 
tice which constitute the rising and 
falling marks of national history. We 
tramp upon the violets and the this-

Our industrial 
system is fast becoming, as Carlyle 
put it, when speaking of the English 
system, “a hideous living Golgotha of 
souls and bodies buried alive," And 
why do we behold this Golgotha? Con- 
sult history and apply it to every-day 
experience, Our financial system is 
copied from England and our money 
panics have mostly originated in Eng- 
England is the model coin basis 
government of the world. Gold alone 
constitutes that basis. Coin money 
retards labor by limiting the produc- 
tions of labor to the limits of the 
world’s production of coin, The value 
of labor and its products rest on mon- 
ey. The value and volume of money 
rest on coin. The coin is held by the 
few, who in turn become the dictators 
of the world. Labor creates all 
wealth, money distributes it; labor is 
bankrupt, therefore money is its rob- 
ber. This is the analysis of the sys- 
tem. Неге is the source of all the 
oppression now rampant in the world.

Yet 
it is labor that makes the money lend- 
er, the banker, the broker, in a word, 
the laborer is the father of the finan- 
cier, and the progeny is despicable. 
Consider the lilies of the fleld how 
they grow. They toil not, neither do 
they spin; and yet Solomon in all his 
glory, the lillies cry, was not arrayed 
like unto us! Неге is the tenet of the 
usurer. Whatever adds to the 
Slavement of mankind contributes to 
his ease. He takes all and gives noth- 
ing in return. He makes no risks, but 
exacts all risks from his victims. He 
is the teacher in a school of infamy, 
and while labor learns the lesson 
labor can not get enough to eat, Why? 
Because the buccaneers who hold the 
money teach labor that it must first 
have money before it can satisfy its 
needs. What villainy is this? Search 
the annals of tyranny from today to 
Charlemagne and Nebbuchednezzar 
and you can not find its parallel. 

Labor never should have to depend 
on money to supply subsistence and 
the necessaries of life. The talents 
employed to make men think they 
must have money before they can have 
bread, the establishment of the doc- 
trine that capital must first exist be- 
fore wages can be paid, is the most 
consummate fraud ever  perpetrated 
upon à people. 

Now my hearers, have I sufficiently 
revealed to you the necessity for agi- 
tation and its part in education? We 
must educate ourselves or we must 
perish. The New Day, the dawning 
flash of which is now gilding the bar- 
ren peaks of our east, will find us 
climbing the slopes alive and alert or 
buried in the quagmires and temples 
of Mammon in the valleys. Which 
shall it be? The great humanitarian 
principles of this coming day are not 
as yet fully in the era of discussion. 
Only here and there are men and 
women with vision unclouded who can 
discuss them, for the masses are not 
ready for themi. But this is the era 
of agitation. The vast uplift of 
thought is rising to the emergency, 
and with anxious ear listens to the 
discordant sounds. Many are in the 
field with remedies. Every doctor 
thinks his skill is the panacea. All 
unite on essentials. These essentials 
contemplate the overthrow of corpo- 
rate monopoly in the hands of private 
individuals and the abolition of our 
usurious monometallic system of 
finance. 

I am aware that In presenting the 
views contained in this address I 
shall be criticised and very likely 
abused. I am prepared for that. Abuse 
and villification are the weapons of 
him who runs from the conflict. These 
do not harm anybody and they never 
answer anything. The stern demands 
of nature upon the efforts of man to 
obtain subsistence and happiness com- 
pel him to move upon all obstacles

A LIFE SAVED BY A DR&AM—A 
TRUE STORY OF OLD-TIME 
NEW ENGLAND.

Before me 18 a valuable pamphlet— 
The 212th Anniversary of the Indian 
attack on Hatfield, Massachusetta— (in 
1677), which was held September 19, 
1889. Its 90 pages are filled with rem- 
inistences of eventful and perilous days 
long gone by, and with reports of in- 
teresting addresses on the occasion 
which called together in the old town, 
many from far and near. 

It is of especial interest to me, as 
I went to Hatfield when a child, with 
my parents from Old Springfield, my 
birthplace, 20 miles south down the 
lovely valley of the Connecticut river, 
and spent most of 20 years, pleasant 
to remember, among its good people. 

From its touching stories of early 
days one is of peculiar value, as it 
helps to verify like experience better 
understood now than then. 

The attack, in 1677, was by an irreg- 
ular body of some 400 Indians, their 
object revenge, plunder and the ransom 
of prisoners taken to Canada, then a 
French province. 

The farm houses were along a wide 
street (still the main street with its 
noble old elms) in the meadows a 
hundred rods west of the river, west 
of this street was a stockade, a mile 
or more in length. I have many times 
walked across the long ridge of raised 
ground on which it was built. 

At noon on that beautiful September 
day, taking the time when the men 
were busy in the fields, the foe broke 
in at the north end of the stockade, 
burning houses, seizing goods and cap- 
tives, killing men, women and child- 
ren, until the men rallied, made a stout 
fight, the assailants left and the set-

those revelations are; and lo! we are 
met with the accusation of wishing to 
fasten а creed upon our fellows. We 
beg leave to say that Spiritualism has 
always claimed to impart knowledge, 
and to repudiate faith as a rule of con- 
duct. It has claimed to lead us out of 
the old falsities into new truths Alsoto 
present a new basis of ethics to shape 
our conduct here in time. We wish to 
enunciate these revelations, so that the 
world of men can be able to compare 
the principles of the new movement 
with the old. But this is not a creed. 
It has no resemblance to a creed. 

One meaning of principle is “а set- 
tled law or rule of action in human 
beings." This would be a moral prin- 
ciple. Do our friends object to ethical 
law? Would they destroy the distinc- 
tion between right and wrong? Would 
they annihilate conscience? Shall we 
say that there are no well defined rela- 
tions between man and man; and, 
therefore, no duties binding upon us? 
Shall we assume that there are no du- 


_ties owed by the individual man to the 


collective man—the state; and none 
owed by the state to the individual? 
All these questions, and more, are in- 
volved in the statement of ethical prin- 
ciples. Does Spiritualism agree with 
the ethical principles of the old re- 
ligion? Has it any of its own? If 
there is a new basis of moral obliga- 
tion from the old pretense of the will 
of God, ought it not to be at once and 
widely proclaimed? Is the world in 
need of such a proclamation? Are not 
our social and political immoralisms 
largely due to the false moral teach- 
ings and principles of our church re- 
ligion? What shall correct those falsi- 
ties, if Spiritualism does not do it? 
Where else is the truth? 

I might put a similar series of ques-

(2). The second anarchistic drift was 
from the “Individual Sovereigns.” Jo- 
siah Warren was a disciple of Robert 
Owen, and belonged to his colony in 
Indiana. Оп its dissolution Warren 
drifted to the extreme opposite of So- 
cialism, to which he termed “Individ- 
ual Sovereignty,” the negation of all 
government. Every person was an ab- 
solute sovereign, and bound to no other 
one, except to respect their equal sov- 
eréignty. Warren published a book 
and S. P. Andrews interpreted it. Dr. 
T. L. Nichols and Mary Gove Nichols 
and many others were early converts 
to the doctrine, as they were also to 
Spiritualism. They were strong in 
New York city, Boston and also in the 
west. Nichols' journal was widely cir- 
culated among Spiritualists. And when 
it is remembered that a large per cent 
of the early Spiritualists were ejected 
from the churches and found them- 
selves sharing in the warm sympathies 
of these intense comeouters and an- 
archists, it is not surprising that the 
whole movement was swept into the 
anarchistic tide, thus drowning the im- 
pulse to practical brotherhood, which 
had been given by A. J. Davis in his 
early work. 


So strong was the anarchistic ten- 
dency that the attempt of T. L. Harris 
and others at Mountain Cove, Va., and 
the expedition of Tyler to Central 
America all proved abortive. They 
only served to show the tendency to 
unity and organization as too weak to 
stem the mighty tide of anarchical dis- 
integration. The Spiritual press was 
opposed to organization and the enun- 
ciation of principles. All attempts in 
either direction were practically de- 
feated. Into every partial success an 
element of eventual defeat was inject- 
ed. It would take a large volume to 
chronicle the history of the persistent 
efforts to place the principles of Spirit- 
108118812 before the people in a system- 
atic form. 


But the battle is still on. The con- 
flict is between unity and division, col- 
lectivism and anarchy, brotherhood 
and enmity. It is between the old and 
the new—between the old sectarianism 
with its selfishnesS’ and exclusiveness 
and the new fraternalism and equal 
rights to all. It is really between the 
narrow creedalism of the past and the 
broad and scientific humanitarianism

The war spirit is sufficiently aroused 
and needs no incitement by religious 
teachers. Moreover the intimate as80- 
ciation of religious service with the 
military spirit and with the victories 
and conquests, as well as with the 
pride and pomp of war, tends to im- 
pair the influence of religion, In 
time of peace men will distrust the 
peace-promoting influence of a relig- 
ion which urged them to shout for 
war, and to indulge in fierce denun- 
ciations of the enemy, forgetting the 
doctrine of human brotherhood and 
of doing good to those who injure us. 
They will doubt the sincerity and the 
consistency of a teacher who talks 
war as long as it lasts, until the 
weaker nation is vanquished, and then 
repeats the words, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers;" who praises our fight- 
ers on sea and land in preaching the 
gospel and afterwards repeats the 
verses which tell us that if we are 
smitten on one cheek to turn the 
other also and to do good and good 
only to our enemies. 


War is sometimes a sad necessity, 
but to see the teachers of the same 
faith in two Christian countries join- 
ing in the popular feeling, in the hos- 
tility and hatred of each other and 
urging their countrymen on to the 
conflict with prayers and promises of 
victory is not a spectacle which com- 
ports with the teachings of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. 


Тһе clergy should leave the fighting 
to be done by our soldiers and con- 
fine their work to such teaching as 
shall tend to the settlement of dis- 
putes between nations by arbitration 
and to make the horrors and the bar- 
barism of war impossible. 


These teachers of religion, whether 
in the United States or in Spain, who 
use their influence to restrain rather 
than to inflame the hatreds and pas- 
sions of their countrymen during the 
excitement of war, are the true repre- 
sentatives of the religion which they:

Goethe’s 
rules for character building may be 
set down as perhaps the best answer 
ever made to the question, “What is 
Education?" Carlyle, himself one of 
the literary stars of this esti- 
mated Goethe's labor at the very high- 
est value, and upon the rules above 
mentioned he spoke in these words: 
““Тһеу have dwelt in my mind as per- 
haps the most remarkable bit of writ- 
ing executed in these late centuries, 
which I would rather have written 
than have written all the books that 
have appeared since he came into the 
world.”

“Whether this ferment in the public 
mind is healthful or harmful—a toxin 
or an anti-toxin—is a question con- 
cerning which there is a great diver- 
sity opinion, but the fact itself is 
conspicuous. However fanciful may 
be the forms which this special inter- 
est in psychie phenomena and psychic 
power may take, it is still a form of 
mental, or, rather, psychic develop- 
ment; it is better to think concerning 
matters appertaining to the mind and 
its powers, even though loosely, fan- 
cifully, than not to think of them at 
all, for the contemplation of psychic 
subjects is in itself elevating and 
healthful; it only needs intelligent di- 
rection; while not to think of them 
at all is simply brutish. 

"It has been objected to this inter- 
est that it points backward toward su- 
pernaturalism, superstition, and diab- 
olism, but surely this is wide of the 
truth, since the most intelligent mod- 
ern thought upon the subject consid- 
ers it merely the recognition of a fact, 
a power in nature which was formerly 
unrecognized or else was reckoned as 
above and beyond nature. It is the 
finding of powers and faculties in man 
himself which were formerly supposed 
to belong to gods alone. The influence 
of these studies, therefore, is not de- 
grading, but elevating; it is putting 
man in touch and harmony with the 
divine ‘eternal energy’ which is in na- 
ture." 

It is blows like this that are break- 
ing up the dogmatic materialism of 
our time.

I, 
therefore, am the first who has put up 
an image of the man of whom Wash- 
ington said that he accomplished more 
for our independence than any other 
man. For fifty years I have celebrated 
Paine's birthday, Jan. 29, and I have 
made this present bust because I 
wanted to pay a tribute to the grand- 
est patriot in the world.” 


The thousands of grateful admirers 
of Paine who have journeyed from 
time to time to his old farm home and 
monument will be glad to see this 
great work in its place upon the noble 
old shaft. They will also pay tribute 
to the unselfish devotion of Paine’s 
friend, and the friend of all who can 
appreciate Paine, Wilson MacDonald, 
now aged and worn but grand in his 
immortal manhood.

This gentleman 
some years later acknowledged to us 
that his judgment had been wrong. 


This complacent superiority pre- 
vailed in the community for a time 
only. The judge, however, escaped 
being incarcerated in an insane asy- 
‘lum. After being forced from the 
bench by public sentiment he returned 
to the practice of his profession and 
more than fully regained his lost rep- 
utation. 

During the infancy of psychic phe- 
nomena oratorical powers of a high 
order came forward and discussed the 
question of psychic force. Both sides 
of the question were listened to. 

Governors, senators and  represen- 
tative people from various parts of the 
world called upon ог  corresponded 
with Judge Edmonds in reference to 
spirit phenomena. His door was open 
to all—his time was freely and cheer- 
fully given. Many, however, both 
men and women, placed him under а 
ban of secrecy. They could not with- 
stand public criticism. 

How stands the record now of the 
dying decade? 

Where stand the liberally educated 
minds of today in regard to psychic 
phenomena? 

Once, and we have cause for remem- 
bering the time well, the New York 
Herald was one of its most bitter foes. 
It says, April 25th, 1898, “Spiritualism, 
however, has worked itself out of the 
region of vagary and is now generally 
considered a matter quite worthy of 
our attention. Whatever laurels it 
has it has earned them in spite of rid- 
icule and jeers." 

Says the Rev. Canon Wilberforce 
(and he voices the thoughts of leading 
clergymen of our line in all denomi- 
nations), in an impressive voice in a 
recently delivered discourse in so his- 
torical an edifice as Westminster Ab- 
bey: “It is a strengthening, calming 
consideration that we are in the midst 
of an invisible world of energetic and 
glorious life, a world of spiritual be- 
ings than whom we have been made 
for a little while lower. Blessed be 
God for the knowledge of a world 
like this. It is evidently that region 
or condition of space in which the de- 
parted find themselves immediately 
after death; probably it is nearer than 
we imagine, for St. Paul speaks of our 
being surrounded by a cloud of wit- 
nesses. There, it seems to me, they are 
waiting for us.”

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It seems strange now, after nearly 
50 years of study and investigation of 
psychic and physical phenomena, that 
realiations, pure and simple, could not 
have come to us when faith and be- 
lief came as to spirit phenomena. 

The character of psychic phenomena 
which took place in our presence from 
time to time was varied and numer- 
ous. They brought to our understand- 
ing from an unknown source, but 
claiming to be expressed from the de- 
parted, intelligence of which no per- 
son present had had any previous 
knowledge whatsoever. Yet the graft 
never budded—we believed, but failed 
in realizing—our brains then were not 
in a proper relation. But after years’ 
study of the causes working in the 
physical world we found the unit in 
conservation—correlation showed hap- 
penings in time and space relation— 
events recognized by sense. Also that 
the egg contained the one cell germ— 
heredity and instinct—power of assim- 
ilation and determining functional 
relations in the structure, though the 
tiny ovule did not exceed in size one- 
one hunddred and twenty-fifth of an 
inch in diameter. 

At this period of unfolding it can 
not be determined by the best known 
method whether its potentialities 
were that of a turtle, elephant or man. 

Before the egg what? The matter 
in this tiny bit of posibility-compound 
previous to their relations as an egg, 
were parts of the physical structure 
of its parents. 

This germ of life and intelligent es- 
sence, or the God principle, its origin 
is unknown. These forms, organic or 
non-organic, have а psychic base, 
manifesting intelligence by attraction 
—like to like, or that of repulsion. 

Spiritualism of the modern type has 
reached a period in its phenomenal 
character when those who have been 
close observers of its character can 
now safely advance in psychical re- 
search and examine with greater care 
physics. The time for this has ar- 
rived and minds are ready to under- 
stand the union and beautiful blend- 
ing in unity in the continuous as 
shown by conservation and correla- 
tion—nothing lost—no supernatural— 
change, change of relations. 


It has been demonstrated over and 
over again that Spiritual phenomena 
per se are not controlled by man and 
сап not be controlled by his determin- 
ing power. Where man’s meddlings 
have been known fraud was found.

*At Harvard Professor James gives 
about 15 out of 45 lectures in his 
course in abnormal psychology to psy- 
chical research work." 

*In Columbia the only allusion to 
the subject is by Professor Hyslop, 
who regrets that lack of time and a 
proper psychological course only al- 
low him to mention it. He hopes, how- 
ever, to offer some special work in 
this subject, and if time and opportu- 
nity presented itself, would give a 
course for the whole year. He is con- 
vinced that the experimentalist who 
ignores it and taboos it or refuses to 
understand it (it is not necesary to be- 
lieve in it) is going to be left behind, 
and will lose his influence; for the 
time is coming in the near future 
when he will be called upon to dis- 
cuss a problem which he has not 
equipped himself to discuss.”
